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Industrial land an 'endangered species' in Fort Erie

The Town of Fort Erie is 
ready for business, but pro¬ 
vincial wetland policies has 
been a hindrance to say the 
least, according to both 
mayor Doug Martin and 
Economic Development 
and Tourism Corporation 
(EDTC) general manager 
Jim Thibert. 

Meeting with New 
Democrat Party (NDP mem¬ 
ber of provincial parliament 
Michael Prue (Beaches East 
York), along with former 
mayor Wayne Redekop, who 


is also and NDP, Martin and 
Thibert explained some of 
the hardships the Town of 
Fort has faced in the last 
year-and-a-half due to the 
legislation. 

Thibert has been the 
EDTC general manager for 
11 years and when he first 
took the position, Fort Erie 
grew at a pace they aimed 
for, to bring the population 
up to 40,000 by the year 
2020. 

But for nearly the last two 
years, it has been impossi¬ 
ble to develop in the eco¬ 
nomic gateway zone, in 
lands located adjacent to

the Queen Elizabeth Way. 

'We were right on track 
for that until the last year 
and a half," said Thibert. 

Both agree that the legis¬ 
lation being written that 
there is no "local control" 
over what can be done on a 
designated wetland. Is frus¬ 
trating. 

Martin and Thibert have 
made a total of 12 presenta¬ 
tions on this issue to the 
province and various minis¬ 
tries, the most recent being 
about a month ago. 

The Town has designated 
300 acres of property for 
future industrial use, but 
200 acres of that land has 
been deemed to be provin- 
cially significant wetland. 

The area in question cov¬ 
ers less than two per cent of 
all of Greater Fort Erie. 

The province's legislation 
has basically made this null 
and void for the municipal¬ 
ity.

land," said Thibert. 

Mayor Martin said the 
Town isn't asking the prov¬ 
ince to adjust the urban 
boundary for this issue, but 
to simply consider how 
important it is for Fort Erie's 
future that industry is even¬ 
tually created on these 

"Let us do what we have 
to do and get out of our 
way," Martin said is the pri¬ 
mary message that needs to 
be delivered. 

Thibert agreed, saying 


that the wedand policy has 
basically put any industrial 
progress in town to a halt. 

"The province hasn't been 
a friend to Fort Erie," said 
Thibert. 

It is estimated by the 
Town that an excess of $45 
million in potential assess¬ 
ment has been lost, as well 
as millions in future eco¬ 
nomic development. 

"People aren't saying let's 
protect the ditches along 
the QEW, they're asking 
where the jobs are," said 
Martin. 

"Industrial land is the 
endangered species here," 
added Thibert. 

The next topic of discus¬ 
sion was the Canadian 
Motor Speedway, which 
both explained to Prue that 
would be an enormous eco¬ 
nomic boost for the town 
once it is bruit, following last 
week's approval from the 
Ontario Municipal Board. 

Thibert also explained 


that the Fort Erie Racetrack 
"aint dead yet," as he would 
be meeting with the Ontario 
Racing Commission and the 
Ontario Racing Industry 
Association Transition 
Panel on Thursday. 

The NDP is forming a job 
strategy across the province 
and Prue said this is needed 
to improve on the fact that 
there are 600,000 people 
unemployed across 
Ontario. 

"The strategy of the cur¬ 
rent government, simply 
isn't working," said Prue, 
who is the Ontario NDP's 
finance critic. 

"We want to ask people 
how we can stimulate the 
economy to bring jobs 
back," he added. 

Prue will be taking the 
conversation he had with 
Martin and Thibert back to 
his colleagues in the NDP 
caucus.

moil since the spring, when 
slot machines were pulled 
out of the racetrack, spelling 
doom for horse racing in 
Niagara. But Teal said it’s 
more than a blow to Fort 
Erie, but to all of Niagara’s 
agricultural sector — and he 
said a $50-million provincial 
transition plan for the indus¬ 
try is not enough. 

“The majority of people 
who are losing their jobs 
would transition to social 
assistance,” he said. 

He said Fort Erie would 
need a minimum of 60 
horse-racing days per year 
to stay economically viable. 
And he slammed the notion 
of moving horse racing to 
Ajax Downs, saying Fort Erie 
is simply a better track. 

Provincial officials, he 
said, must “get off their duffs 
and setde this. They’re 
destroying horse racing in 
the province of Ontario and 
they will destroy the Fort 
Erie Race Track.” 

Councillors backed the 
motion to a person 
Thursday. 

It asks Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Affairs Minister 


Ted McMeekin to sit down 
with local stakeholders to 
hammer out a plan for the 
racetrack’s future. 

Niagara Falls Coun. Bart 
Maves ripped the province 
for terming cash raised at 
the now-pulled racetrack 
slots as subsidization. He 
said it amounted to a busi¬ 
ness deal that the province 

“They effectively took the 
slot machines out and left 
and slammed the door shut 
behind them, never to be 
opened again,” he said. 

”1 just don’t believe that 
there is the will of this gov¬ 
ernment to see this racetrack 
survive.” 

Niagara at large has rea¬ 
son to be leery of the race¬ 
track’s fate, said Welland 
Coun. Peter Kormos. 

“The agricultural industry 
in this region has been 
whacked,” he said. He said 
the racetrack’s loss would 
also affect horse breeders, 
feeders and boarders. 

“Our agricultural industry 
here in Niagara has been 
hammered almost into 
oblivion.”

Although a final deci¬ 
sion is nowhere near being 
made, the first of many 
meetings to consider 
amalgamating Ridgeway- 
Crystal Beach High School 
(RCBHS) Fort Erie 
Secondary School and 
Port Colbome High 
Schools, was held on 


Wednesday. 

An Accomodation 
Review Committee (ARC) 
has been formed to get 
the discussion moving 
and this week, it met at 
RCBHS. 

It was held to establish 
the ARC'S membership to 
go over policies and assure 
that every community 
impacted was represented 
properly, explained the 


District School Board of 
Niagara (DSBN)'s super¬ 
intendent of planning and 
transportation Cam 
Hathaway. 

The whole reason the 
committee has been 
formed and the change is 
being considered by the 
DSBN, is that the three 
high schools under the 
radar are under-populat¬ 
ed. 


"Declining enrolment 
has an impact on our abil¬ 
ity to offer programming 
and that's the crux of the 
issue," said Hathaway 
when speaking to the Fort 
Erie Times on Thursday. 

This was the initial 
meeting for the entire pro¬ 
cess and Hathaway 
explained it was mostly to 
set the groundwork. 

The ARC is in place to 
make recommendations 
through a report that will 
be considered by the 
DSBN's board of trustees. 

"The ARC doesn't have 
any decision-making 
power," said Hathaway. 

He said it is anticipated 
the ARC will submit its 
report by March 2013. 

The trustees and senior 
superintendents will have 
60 days to consider it and 
begin formulating a deci-

As I recently relocated 
back to Ontario from 
Alberta to take a job at the 
Thorold Niagara News, I 
also had to go through the 
rigmarole of switching over 
my license plates and 
changing from Alberta to 
Ontario vehicle insurance. 

When calling around for 
quotes from various insur¬ 
ance companies, I couldn’t 
help put feel slightly chas¬ 
tised for simply being of 
the male gender. 

Just because I’m a male, 
my vehicle insurance is 
automatically more expen¬ 
sive than say, my girl¬ 
friend's. She's the same age, 
same driving experience,

yet she gets judged differ¬ 
ently because of her gen¬ 
der. 

And why is this? 

Well, one of the reasons I 
was given is that “statistics 
show” males tend to drive 
faster, more recklessly and 
get in more accidents than 
females do. 


While those statistics 
may very well be accurate, 
I’m still feeling a bit dis¬ 
heartened by what I believe 
is a unfortunate case of 
prejudice. 

To me, it's simply unfair 
that men aren’t even given 
a chance to prove them¬ 
selves as individuals just 
because statistics say they 
are historically more dan¬ 
gerous behind the wheel. 

How are these compa¬ 
nies even allowed to get 
away with this type of 
unwarranted bias in this 
day in age? 

It seems like nothing 
more than a cash-grab to 
me; a convenient way for 


companies to rake in some 
additional revenue. 

Anyone attempting to 
obtain insurance should be 
given an equal opportunity 
and be evaluated on an 
even playing field. 

Each individual should 
be judged by his or her per¬ 
sonal experiences and his¬ 
tory, not by gender or race, 
and certainly not by statis- 

If you have a clean driv¬ 
ing record and no claims 
history, you should be 
quoted the same base rate 
as anyone else - whether 
you’re male or female. 

When you screw up, get 
in an accident, get a ticket 


or do anything else to prove 
yourself a liability to the 
insurance company, it's 
then you should be penal¬ 
ized for your actions and 
given a steeper rate. 

No one should be penal¬ 
ized right off the bat simply 
because you were born 
male - a matter in which 
you had no choice. 

Granted, rates are also 
cheaper the older you get, 
so age also plays a role 
along with gender, but if 
you’ve been driving for a 
number of years and have 
maintained a clean record, 
then you deserve to be 
given a break as you get 


What you don’t deserve 
is a higher rate before you 
even get an opportunity to 
prove yourself as a safe and 
responsible driver. 

Basing insurance rates 
on whether or not an indi¬ 
vidual is male or female, in 
my opinion, is no better 
than racial profiling or seg¬ 
regation.

Region considers service delivery task force 


Regional councillors were in 
no hurry Thursday to start up a 
task force to look into alterna¬ 
tive service delivery. 

Councillors were faced 
Thursday with a call from Port 
Colborne Coun. David Barrick 
to begin piecing together the 
task force. But the move was 
bounced back to a committee 
as some councillors balked at 
jumping into the method with 
both feet. 

That came as Welland Coun. 
Peter Kormos slammed alter¬ 
native service delivery — 
pitched by the Greater Niagara 
Chamber of Commerce as 
working with the private sector 
to deliver government services 
— as little more than "code 
language. 

“I’m worried that this is 
appeasing the chamber of 
commerce,” he said. 


That did not stop St. 
Catharines Coun. Andy 
Petrowski, who said he didn't 
see a problem if the process 
resulted in the private sector 
delivering a service better. 

"I don’t know what my col¬ 
leagues are afraid of,” he said. 

Councillors originally heard 
the chamber's request last 
week at a budget committee 
meeting. 

The idea was ultimately 
kicked to the audit committee 
by Pelham Coun. Brian Baty. 

But Barrick said starting up 
the task force would let council 
put its words into action. He 
pointed out that council decid¬ 
ed service delivery was its 
focus during this year’s gover¬ 
nance review. 

"Alternative service delivery 
is something that, yes, we do 
here and there,” he said. 


"But we haven’t identified a 
focus on ASD. This task force 
will do just that." 

Barrick’s motion would have 
begun exploring the framework 
for the task force. That, he said, 
would get the ball rolling on 
the process. 

Councillors need to decide 
first if they need to focus on 
that method, said Pelham 
Mayor Dave Augustyn. He said 
that decision was supposed to 
be made by the audit commit¬ 
tee. 

And he noted that the 
responsive Region improve¬ 
ment team, the municipality's 
internal savings task force, 
already looks at the method. 

“This is in the terms of refer¬ 
ence of the RRIT team,” 
Augustyn said. "Is this duplica¬ 
tion of services?”

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Traffic fatalities on the rise in Niagara region

Fatal collisions in the 
first 10 months of 2012 are 
up by more than 30% over 
the same period last year. 

Now it's up to the 
Niagara Regional Police 
Service and the region's 
transportation depart¬ 
ment to figure out why. 

From the beginning of 
January until the end of 
October, 18 fatal collisions 
on Niagara roads patrolled 
by the NRP resulted in 21 
deaths and 24 life-threat¬ 


ening injuries. That's up 
from 16 fatalities a year 
earlier and 14 from the 
same period in 2010. 

“We constantly battle 
with this every year trying 
to figure out how to bring 
our numbers down,” said 
Sgt. Darrin Forbes of the 
NRP's traffic services divi¬ 
sion. “We look at trends - 
is it a time of day, a month? 
We look at everything to 
try to find a solution.” 

Though the numbers are 
up for 2012 compared to 
the past two years, that 
may not tell the whole 
story. There were 27 fatali¬ 
ties over the same period 


in 2009 and 29 in 2008. 

Over the past 10 years, 
there has generally been a 
decrease in the number of 
fatalities on Niagara 

“Technology plays into 
it,” Forbes said. “We have 
a lot of collisions where, a 
few years ago, people may 
have died, but because of 
things like side-impact 
airbags and anti-lock 
braking, you're seeing 
people survive.” 

The numbers may also 
have something to do with 
the three-pronged 
approach to dealing with 
serious collisions. While 


the police are responsible 
for enforcement, the 
region and municipalities 
are responsible for improv¬ 
ing road engineering and 
everyone is tasked with 
educating the public. 

Back in 2003, public 
concern over an increase 
in serious collisions led to 
the creation of the 
Regional Niagara Road 
Safety Committee, made 
up of officials from the 
Region, police, and CAA. 
They formed with the goal 
of figuring out ways to 
bring the numbers down, 
and they've since been 
joined by other agencies 


such as the OPP, Niagara 
EMS and Ministry of 
Transportation. 

“The idea is through a 
coordinated effort we can 
try to turn these statistics 
around," said Joe Cousins, 
the transportation direc¬ 
tor for the Niagara Region. 
"It was going quite well, 
but we're starting to 
become concerned again 
because the trend looks 
like it's starting to turn 
around again."

Forbes said rural roads 
present a major danger in 
the region. 

“They have 80 km-h 
posted limits, they're 
windy and bumpy and 
people drive fast," he said. 
“A place like West Lincoln 
has more fatalities per 
capita, but when you look 
at the amount of rural 
roads, you understand 
why it happens."

Friends of Lincoln's 
History hosted an Annual 
General Meeting on 
November 10 at the Lincoln 
Community Centre. 

Ronald J. Dale, Parks’ Canada Project Manager for 
The War of 1812-1815 Bi-centennial, spoke to the 
Friends of Lincoln’s History (formerly Lincoln History 
Club) for nearly two hours. 

Dale's presentation dealt with the first year of the 
three-year war of 1812, starting with the American 
rationale for declaring war on British North America 
on June 18th, 1812. Ron then detailed the key battles 
of first year, including the capture of Fort Machinac on 
I QMI Agency Michilimackinac Island from the Americans by the 
ntre, with guest speaker Ronald j. combined British forces on July 16th, 1812; the cap- 
>ry- ture of Fort Detroit by the British on August 16th, 

1812; and the British victory in Battle of Queenston 
Heights, October 13th’1812. 

Dale's discussion of these major battles was inter¬ 
woven with associated references including the 
American Shawnee Warrior Tecumseh who joined 
Major General Isaac Brock and British forces against 
_the Americans in the capture of Fort 
Detroit. 

His analysis of the Battle 
of Queenston Heights - 
from the demise of Brock 
and his aide-de-camp 
MacDonell to the ultimate 
routing of the Americans 
from Queenston Heights by 
General Roger Hale Sheaffe 
and his British Regulars, 
Local Militia, Six-Nations 
Warriors and Runchey’s 
Colored Corps - riveted the 
F.L.H. members. 

This presentation is, 
hopefully, the first of sever¬ 
al from Dale to the F.L.H. 
membership during the 
three-year tenure of the War 
of 1812 Bi-Centennial, as 
Ron has offered to return 
next year for a second 
installment of Niagara his¬ 
tory, covering events of the 
War in 1813.

They're afraid that 
untrained photographers 
can put babies in unsafe 
positions and situations. 

The website shows some 
of the common poses and 
explains how they're done.

The photographers urge 
parents considering infant 
photography to find out 
what training the photogra¬ 
pher has, and ask them for 
references to check their 
work with past clients. 

"It needs to be done with 
the baby's safety in mind at 
all times," she said.

The Niagara Regional Police 
have received a handful of com¬ 
plaints from Greater Fort Erie 
residents, about hunting activity 
near their homes. 

Fort Erie's staff sergeant Dave 
Hunter explained there are two 
infractions that have been dealt 
with after the complaints. 

The first is the contradiction of 
the Town's by-laws, about indi¬ 
viduals discharging firearms in 
prohibited areas and the other 
involves people trespassing on 
private property. 

Hunter wants people who 
head out ti rural areas looking 
for game, to be aware of their 
surroundings and the rules that 
they must adhere to. 

"It's a matter of public safety," 
said Hunter. 

He said hunters should keep 


an eye out for 'no trespassing' 
signs when in wooded areas, as 
many residents have marked 
their property with them, hop¬ 
ing it will keep them away. 

In the Town's by-law, it says a 
firearm cannot be discharged 
200 metres or less from a resi¬ 
dential property. 

If they are on private property, 
the owner needs to have provid¬ 
ed them with a blessing to do 

"Anybody who is hunting on 
land that isn't their own, needs 
to have permission," said 

"They need to be aware of 
their surroundings and need to 
be aware of the by-laws that exist 
where they're hunting." 

But he said it's not everyone 
who enjoys the outdoor activity 
is at fault, as there are several 
that have been doing it for many 
years properly and within the 


"The good hunters are aware." 

Matt Richardson, from the 
Town's by-law enforcement 
department, said there is helpful 
information on the municipali¬ 
ty's website www.forterie.on.ca. 

He said the largest prohibited 
area is south of Hwy. 3 and east 
of Gorham Road. 

There are also residential 
areas in Stevensville that are 
wooded but not a place for hunt¬ 
ing. 

One exception within the law, 
is that farmer's are able to dis¬ 
charge a low-gauge firearm, if it 
is a matter of protecting live- 

Other than that, he hopes peo¬ 
ple will pay attention to their 
surroundings and the laws that 
apply to their sport locally. 

"We just ask people to use 
common sense," said 
Richardson.
